December 12 This Year

Automobile Owners Required to Pre­ 
sent Certificate of Title When 


Applying for License. 


W ith the approach of a new year, 
motorists of the city and county are 


J contemplating their yearly expendi­ 
tu re of li c e n s e tax fee. 
Advance in­ 
formation, regarding the distribution 
of automobile and truck license tags 
for 1922, has already been 
mailed 
from the secretary of state’s office 
to each notary public and dealer. 
According to the circular, which 
has been sent out, no plates will he 
mailed* out before December 12. A p­ 
plication for plates eau be made at 
any time now, but the tags will not 
be mailed out before the date above 
named. Delivery in person to those 
calling at the office of the secretary 
of state will also begin on that date. 
Applicants applying in person must 
take with them their recently issued 
certificate of title, which was issued 
last summer under the new state law. 
A ll mail applications must be kent to 
Indianapolis, 
as no branch offices 
will handle mail 
applications 
this 
year. Special emphasis is placed in 
the fact that this year, all applica­ 
tions made for tags bv mail, must 
show the certificate of title number. 
The certificate itself need not 
he 
mailed. 


All notary public and dealers are 
cautioned to require each applicant 
for a 1922 license plate to present 
his certificate of title for verification 
when the application blank is being 
filled out. A complete check is made 
by the official against the certificate 
of title us to title, engine number 
and serial number after the applica­ 
tion blank has been sworn in. 


In addition to distribution through 
the secretary of state’s office, 
tile 
license plates may be obtained at 23 
offices 
in different cities scattered 
gver the state. All mail orders, how­ 
ever, must <'ome to the statehouse, 
tor in the 23 cities only a window 
I ell* vc rv will lie made to owners who 
apply in person.

of the Game 


The dealer may either pass, or bii 


to win at.least the odd trick (that is 
one more than six). 
He may als 


hid to win more. Should he make a 
bid, he, must state whether the ham 
shall sbe played 
with or withou 


trumps. The lowest bid .he can make 
is "One Club""—that is, he bids to 
win at least one odd trick, clubs be- 
ing trumps. One diamonud is a high- 
er bid than one. club, One heart is 
higher than one diamond. One spade 
is higher than one heart. And one 
no-trump is higher than one spade.' 


After the dealer, each player in 


turn, commencing -with the player 
on dealer's .left, Eas the right to 
pass .or make a bid higher, than has 
yet been made, ,or to double the last 
bid, or to re-d»uble a bid which has 
been doubled* 
* 


Any bid may be doubled and re- 


doubled once,' but not more'. ~A play- 
er may not double his partner's bid, 
nor re-double his partner's, double. 
He'may, however, .re-double a bid of 
'his partner's which has been doubled 
by an .adversary.

The order in value of bids from, 


the lowest up is Clubs, Diamonds, 
Hearts,. Spades and No-Trump. 


To 
overcall 
a previous bid, a 


player must bid either a great num- 
ber of tricks, or an equal number 
of tricks of a higher value. For ex- 
ample, five clubs over four hearts 
four clubs over three no-trump^; or 
three 
hearts over three diamonds 


The highest bid that can be. made 
in any suit or no trump is seven. A 
jlayer/in his turn, may overbid pre- 
vious bids any number of times, and 
may also overbid his partner.

When the .final declaration 
has 


>een made, (that is, when the final 
iid has been passed by the other

Three 
consecutive passes close 


the bidding. - 


The first bid from any hand should 


inform the partner the true nature 
of the hand.' 


In Auction the dealer generally, 


though not always, has a second bid. 
It is best to bid at least the hand's 
worth, if not its limit, thus giving 
partner early and accurate infor- 
mation. 


In. order to avoid giving partner 


information . as. to the character _of 
one's hand, both the conversation 
and its order should, be strictly ad- 
hered to, and the simplest form and 
the same phrases used. 


When the value of each trick has 


been determined, and after a card • 
has been led" by Eldest Hand, or 
leader, 
the Declarant's 
partner 


places his cards face upward on the 
table. (The writer prefers, the trump 
suit laid down first and to the right 
All cards should be sorted in suits, 
and in sequence, with the smallest 
cards lying nearest the Declarant). 
Declarant must then play Dummy's 
cards and his own. 


After placing his cards on the 


table, in reach 
of Declarant, the 


Dummy has nb part whatever in the 
play of that deal, except that he 
may at, once ask the 
Declarant 


should he renounce "Partner none 
of the suit" in i order to save a re- 
voke.

are Ace, King, Queen, Jack and Ten 
of the suit declared trninp.

Every hand should be played ont, 


and all, points "in excess of thirty, 
he game, are counted at the end of 
the Rubber. 


Questions and Answers 


•VQ. Who is Declarant? 


A. The one wb,o buys the make. 


He plays both hant(s, his own and 
his partner's. The partner places his 
cards face up on the table in front 
of himself, and his hand is known as 
the Dummy. 


Q. What is Doubling? 
A. Increasing the . value of the 


trick, ponbling makes the trick twice - 
its original. value, and redoubling 
makes it- twice the value after it ''- 
was doubled. Example, Spade is 9; : 
doubledj 18; redoubled, 36.
